TIIK NOMINEES. 


The 
story of Judge Harman D. 


Yerkes' life and particularly that part 
cf it in which he has figured in poli- 
tics is an interesting one. Judge 
Yerkes was born in Waroainster, 
Bucks county, October S, 1843. His 
early education was begun at rennet 
school, Hartsville, and finished at 
Easthampton, Mass 
Immediately af- 


ter graduation he began to teach 
school 
He read law at the same time, 


later studying under Thomas Ross and 
Judge Henry P. Ross, of Poylestown, 
Senator George Ross and Judge Ed- 
ward Harvey, of Allentown, and Judge 
Henry W. Scott, of Easton. In No- 
vember, 1SB5, he was admitted to the 
bar. He practised with great success 
until elected to the bench. Judge 
Yerkes' political career dates from the 
time he was admitted to the bar. In 


1873 he was made chairman of the ju- 
dicial committee of conference of the 
Seventh district. In 1808 he was elect- 
ed district attorney of Bucks county. 
Five years later he represented Bucks 
and 
Northampton counties in the 


btate senate. In 1S73 he was unani- 
mously nominated for president judge 
of the Seventh district. His majority 
was over 1,000 votes. In 1805 Judge 
Yerkes was nominated for the superior 
court and at the election ran several 
thousand votes ahead of his ticket. 
When Judge Yerkes went to the Cin- 
cinnati convention in 1SSO he was 
selected by the friends of Gen. W. S. 
Hancock 
to make the nominating 


speech, but yielded the honor to Daniel 
Dougherty. 


Andrew J.Palra, of Meadville, named 


for the office of state treasurer, was 
born in Sandy Creek township, Mercer 
county, on June 21,1843. His early life 
was spent on a farm, but by thrift, in- 
dustry and perseverance he secured an 
excellent education in New Lebanon 
academy and the Bdinboro State Nor- 
mal school, and soon was engaged as a 
teacher in the public schools. 
His 


ability was so marked that in 1878 he 


Many Brlilgea Carried Away—Fences De- 


stroyetl—JHIelrtB Flooded. 


The heavy rains Saturday evening 


did considerable 
damage to fields, 


bridges and fences 
Our Centreville 


correspondent, in a communication 
dated August 20, aays: "Saturday eve- 
ning this community was visited by one 
of the worst rainstorm i in its history. 
The oldest citizens claim there never 
was such a downpour. The destruc- 
tion to bridges, land and crops is very 
heavy. 
The supervisors met yester- 


day and put iy, mills on the taxpayers 
to replace bridges and repair roads. 
There are eight bridges gone and sev- 
en that are impassable. One side of 
John F. Defibaugh's mill dam is gone. 
Among the heaviest losers is George 
W. McFarland, whose fences and land 
were badly damaged. For Heary M. 
Boor a bottom field was swept as deep 
as it was plowed. John C. Miller's po- 
tato crop is about half gone. Elmer 
Zembower went to his potato field 
on Monday and picked up forty-seven 
bushels of potatoes, the ground hav- 
ing been washed away. 
About one 


half of F. M. Oliver's oue-aere potato 
patch was washed plow deep. As for 
fences, there can be no estimate made 
at this time." 


Evitt's creek, in Cumberland Valley, 


was fourteen incb.es higher than it 
was at the time of the Johnstown 
flood. 


A communication from 
Sulphur 


Springs, August 17, says: "Milligan's 
Cove was visited this afternoon by a 
cloudburst about 0 o'clock. Rain fell 
for an hour and all the streams of the 
cove were way out of their banks in 
a short time. 
Sulphur Springs ran 


was higher than for ten years and for 
a time cut off the Springs hotel from 
the white sulphur springs. The Rays- 
town branch of the Joniata runs also 
away out of its banks. The damage to 
roads and bridges was slight." 


The storm played havoc with grow- 


ing crops in the vicinity of Chaneys- 
ville and Friend's Cove did not escape 
scot free. 


The heavy rains did considerable 


damage at a number of places along 
the Bedford division of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad. The tracks were cov- 
ered with water, mud, fence rails and 
almost all kinds of rubbish. A work 
train was run over the road ahead of 
the passenger Saturday night and 
cleared the track. 
The night train 


arrived at Cumberland about three 
hours late. Sunday morning the road- 
bed at Hon. J' E. Thropp'a stone 
quarry at Ashcom gave way for 65 
feet long and 10 feet deep and slid into 
the river about 15 minutes before the 
arrival of the Sunday morning pas- 
senger train. The track was curved 
around the slide and the train passed 
over without being delayed yery long.

A force of men worked all day Sunday 
to repair the road-bed. The slide was 
caused by the high water from Cove 
creek, which flooded the basin of Mr, 
Thropp's quarry, causing the water to 
work its way under the track and 
soften the road-bed, Farmers living 
at Ashcom say that Cove creek waa 
higher on Saturday thin it has been 
for thirty years.

But occa- 
sionally there arise circumstances which 
should make the citizen disregard partisan-

agement of public affairs, regardless of the 
political affiliations of those who are seek- 
ing to serve the people.

•Shamelessly and openly the votes of 


legislators are bought, and so persistently 
and constantly, that market values for 
legislators have been established by settled 
custom.'1 


It is remarkable that such conditions can 


exist among independent and intelligent 
people. 


The people of a state who permit such 


disregard of law should suffer all of the 
shame and pecuniary loss that results. It 
is in their power to break the bonds oJ 
their political slavery and disgrace, if they 
choose to do it. The responsibility rests 
upon them, since they possess the right of 
suffrage. But there can be no change so 
long as voters blindly follow party leaders 
and do not vote thoughtfully and without 
prejudice.

danger, danger, the red fligs already 
darken the sky; rumors of evil report 
have shaken the faith of the boldest 
defenders of our police. The eight 
thousand 
policemen, whose honest 


services we thought we had secured 
and desired to maintain at a cost of 
millions .of dollars, instead of being 
our defenders, our sword and shield in 
the hour of danger, have been proven 
to be in league with our foes and have 
sought, as far as in their power lay, to 
deliver u?, bound hand and foot, into 
the hands of our enemies. It is no 
longer a rumor, no longer a shadowy 
accusation, but a full born fact of 
crime and sin, at which the heart 
sickens and grows faint. 
Some years 


ago, when the Lexow committee was 
formed in Albany lor the purpose of 
investigating the charges against the 
New York-police, the farthest scope of 
its investigation was only supposed to 
reach the lowest class of that police 
army. 
The title of wardman, door- 


man, 
roundsman and other multitud" 


inous titles were supposed to have no 
special weight or significance. 
How 


little did these legislators know the 
power that each title covered. 
What 


was a wardman? 
What were his 


special services ? 
Whom did he re- 


present? 
What was his mysteri- 


ous compensation? 
He frequently 


lived in a style that the commissioner 
of police might have envied. If he 
drove a horse it was a good one. When 
he had nothing else to do he might;be 
found on the race course, with a hand- 
ful of bills, and, when the races were 
ended, his pockets were bulging with 
greenbacks, for he had received a 
straight tip from the inside, and the 
chances were from twenty to one 
hundred that, having the straight tip, 
he could not lose. 


At the time I speak of there were 


about two hundred pool rooms in the 
Greater New York divided between 
Prank Earrell, who had Chief Devery's 
protection, and the king of pool rooms 
and gambling house keepers, Mahoney, 
the lord high executioner for many 
years.

The Hairy Ainus and TheirJReserva- 


tions In the Empire. 


ODD CUSTOMS PRACTISED 


Hy Th*ne Aboriginal People nf tliijinu 


Uit'<|neStylea In U»by Xameg—Their 


Kesemblnnce to Our Indians. 


! The Aimis, generally known' to Amer- 
icans and • Europeans as "the hairy 
>Atnos," are the only aboriginal people 
flow living in J.ipan. They are called 
"hairy" in contradistinction to the 
.smooth faced Japanese, Koreans and 
[Chinese. Their present home is in Hot 
jkaido, or Tesso, the most northerly part 
of the empire, although it is supposed 
.that in earlier times they occupied 
•most of the entire country. Ancestors 
of the Japanew of today found them in 
ipossession and by force of superior 
arms and civilization gradually drove 
,them to the north, much in the same 
•ivay as the savages were driven hack 
toward the I'acific by the early settlers 
4n America. 


The Ainus live today pretty much as 


the Indians on their reservations in the 
iivest. They are still for the most part 
•half savage, and the Japanese name 
for them, "Yesso," means barbarian. 
They are very skillful in hunting and 
•fishing, which are their chief occupa- 
tions. They are under the protection 
ot the imperial government and are 
.entirely separated from the Japanese. 
The latest census showed that they 
number very nearly 17,000. 


Among the many curious customs of 


the Ainus perhaps the quaintest is their 
method of naming their children. They 
observe a peculiar economy in giving 
names. The infant must go without a 
name until it shows itself worthy of 
.bearing one. 
If it is sickly and not 


likely to live, it is not considered worth 
(while to waste a name upon it. As 
each child must by immemorial custom 
have a braiid new name, used by no 
cae in the community, names are scarce 
and must be guarded. 
If the child 


should be given a name borne by some 
one eke, the ghost of the former pos- 
sessor of the name may come back 
from the underworld to avenge the 
slight. 


It is customary to take a name from 


some incident that occurred at the 
child's birth or it is left to the parents 
afterward to choose one for it. Shoul4 
the infant come into the world with a 
smiling face it might be called Ikislii- 
niaburu, which means a binile, or fond 
parents may call it Kamolssage (a 
pulling rope of the gods) if they wish 
their child to be in the special care of 
the gods. 


From the ase of 7 to 10 Ainu children 


of either sex have their heads shaved, 
but after 11 they are allowed to have 
long hair and wear the same clothes 
as grown persons. They wear no cloth- 
ing unless the weather is very cold. 


The favorite and almost exclusive or- 


nament is the earring, usually made of 
metal. What clotbum Is worn is made 
of straw. Thoy never wear shoes or 
other covering for the feet except as a 
great luxury and mark of distinction 
on ceremonious occasions. 


The men carry small knives nnfl to- 


bacco pouches, and the women carry 
small looking glasses and knives. The 
knife is used as symbolic. The maiden 
weal s it with the blade bare, but when 
she marries it Is worn in a sheath. The 
women also paint their faces, using a 
kind of ink for the purpose. 


The Ainus live mostly by fishing and 


hunting. They hunt the bear and deer, 
catch salmon and other fish and grow 
potatoes and millet. 
Whenever they 


can get it they eat rice, which they re- 
gard as the best food, though they do 
not raise it themselves. 
lioth sexes 


smoke tobacco and drink liquor. 
. The marriage customs differ widely 
from those of the Japanese. The ques- 
tion is first settled between the youth 
aiid maiden, who then refer the matter 
to their parents through a mediator, 
who should be a relative of the pro- 
spective bridegroom. 
The man must 


send a present of lacquered ware, 
which is regarded by them as one of 
the nio;.t precious things in the world. 
This, however, is reclaimed by him if 
his wife afterward seeks-a divorce. 


Ainus live In dwellings of about the 


same class as those of the American 
Indians. The rude hut has two win- 
dows, one of them for ordinary earthly 
uses, the other reserved for the en- 
trance of the gods. 


Woman is fairly treated and held in 


deep respect. The man is not allowed 
to enter the house when the woman is 
In it alone, and he is not permitted to 
walk behind a woman. When a man 
meets a woman, he must salute first, 
by smoothing his beard and nibbing 
bis bands. 
Theo she responds by 


touching her nose with a finger of her 
left hand. 


During October the Ainus hold a re- 


ligious fete, which i3 called the bear 
festival, because they sacrifice a bear 
which lias been carefully fostered for 
three years. 


Judicial punishment among the Ainus 


consists of a severe beating with a 
stick administered to the culprit. The 
crimes are generally Vheft—stealing ar- 
ticles or the wife of a neighbor. As 
there are eight men to one woman the 
majority of the males are not married, 
and wife stealing is very common. The 
accused Is subjected to a long examina- 
tion by the chief of the community and 
Js then (-.ompelled to resort to the ordeal 
of flre. He must take a stone out of 
boiling water. 
If innocent, the Ainus 


think he will not be injured. 
If the 


question cannot be settled in this way, 
the principals in the dispute must fight 
it out. 
! The Ainus are polytheists, though 
they limit their gods to two, a god of 
fire and a god of water. The first is 
called Kabekamoi and the latter Ilato- 
kamoi. They. also, like most peoples 
who have a religious system, believe in 
some sort of heaven and hell.—Japan 
and America.

Little Tuiinue. 


With the closest scrutiny it becomes 


evident that the bee does not, like 
other creatures, house its tongue In its 
month, but neatly folds it back beneath 
its head. Bumblebees, when disturb- 
ed, have a way of threatening with 
their Jaws, while the honeybee has 
the more direct method of settling in- 
truders with her sting. 


The jaws of the bee are very credit- 


able organs and can give quite a for- 
midable nip. Catch a bee in a net and 
see how viciously it will bite at the 
meshes, working its jaws sideways la- 
stead of up and down. 


We call this wonderful Implement of 


the bee a tongue, but In reality It Is 
more than this, for the whole arrange- 
ment consists of two slender filaments 
called ma.\ilko, the under lip and the 
actual tongue. If a drop of honey lies 
near the surface of a flower, the slen- 
der, active tongue, darting out from 
the ease formed by the maxillte, licks 
it up with the same ease that a dog 
licks a plate. Should the tube of the 
flower be elongated the bee has at 
command another length of tongue, 
which is shot out from within and 
shuts up like a telescope when no 
longer wanted. 


To appreciate 
fully this delicate 


organ you should watch the bee sepa- 
rate it into its component parts and 
clean it out. The lengthening process 
of the proboscis, as the tongue and its 
allied parts aic sometimes called, Is 
accomplished by a series of springs and 
hinges. In addition to this telescoping 
power, the tongue is a hairy member, 
the hairs arranged in rings, the longest 
ones toward the center. They assist in 
lifting in tlie nectar anil in pumping It 
into the mouth. Thence it goes to the 
honey sack.—Chantiuiquan,
